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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Receipt of applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-6, with traverse is acknowledged. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rosenberg et 
al (US 6,363,357) 

Re claim 1: a method comprising: 

registering with a broker (see column 4, lines 22-54) ; and 

transmitting, to said broker, at least one attribute tagged for comparison by an internet 

service provided comparison function (see column 7, lines 31-53); and . 

Re claim 2: further comprising: transmitting at least one logical comparison operator to 
said broker (see column 4, lines 7-54). 

Re claim 3: transmitting a comparison pointer with said attribute tagged for comparison, 
directing said broker to a uniform resource identifier (URI) for accessing said internet service 
provided comparison function (see column 7, line 16 to column 8, line 19). 

Re claim 4: transmitting said Internet service provided comparison function to said 
broker (see column 4, lines 7-54) 
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Re claim 5. wherein said transmitting further comprises transmitting metadata being at 
least one of extensible markup language (XML), hypertext markup language (HTML), text file, 
and binary . (see column 12, lines 1 1-48) 

Re claim 6. wherein said internet service provided comparison function compares 
attributes having at least one of varying data types and varying contexts, and is maintained 
current (see column 12, lines 1 1-48).
